Law Covering 
'Polio Reports 


Standard rule for the reporting 
of polio cases has been clarified 
for district health departments. 
The • Ohio State Department 
of Health, 
queried 
as to re­ 
sponsibility for the initial report 
on any individual case of the 
disease, said such responsibility 
ii clearly rests upon the local phy­ 
sician under state law. It was 
emphasized by the department 
that the local physician in any 
such case is expected to report 
to the appropriate city or coun­ 
ty health branch, “even if he on­ 
ly thinks it might be polio and 
isn’t certain.” 
Clarification of 
the 
procedure 
was requested by The Herald be- 
cause of apparent misunderstand­ 
ings here in recent years over who 
has the responsibility of reporting 
polio cases to the local health de­ 
partments. For a long time it was 
believed here that the 
responsi­ 
bility of the initial report rested 
upon the specialist, usually in Co­ 
lumbus, who ‘‘makes the definite 
diagnosis.” 
The 
state 
health 
department, 
however, said this is not correct. 


AS RESULT of the confusion 
here as to the procedure to be 
followed, The Herald in several in­ 
stances during the past few years 
learned of polio cases before they 
had been reported locally. In one 
of these instances, the Circleville 
city health department 
admitted 
it knew of a confirmed polio case 
only “through the g r a p e vine— 
'0 i w hat we hear around town.” 
Reflicting a more rigid policy 
in relation to reports on polio cases 
was a recent memorandum from 
State Director of Health Ralph E. 
Dwork to all health commission­ 
ers.

Dwork 
reminded 
the 
health officials that they are ex­ 
pected to follow up all reported 
cases of poliomyelitis, 
and 
that 
any necessary 
reports 
must be 
made to the state health depart- 
01 ment without delay.

TODAY’S LESSON covers the 
last part of the reign of the good 
king Hezekiah. It tells us how he 
faced a crisis and emerged tri­ 
umphant because he was a man 
of God. 
The first chapter assigned to us 
tells of the aftermath of the great 
revival in Judah which we studied 
last week. It ends with the words, 
•'And thus did Hezekiah through­ 
out all Judah, and wrought that 
which was good and right and 
truth before the Lord his God. 
“And in every work that he be­ 
gan in the service of the house 
Of God, and in the law, and in the 
commandments, to seek his God, 
he did it with all his heart, and 
prospered.” 
To do good things with all our 
hearts—isn t that a fine lesson to 
learn ? 
Ralph 
Waldo 
Emerson 
said, “Nothing great was ever 
I achieved w i t h o u t enthusiasm,” 
and how true that is! 
In spite of Hezekiah's goodness 
he did not escape trouble. Senna­ 
cherib, king of Assyria desired to 
add Judah to his other conquests, 
so he gathered a g r e a t army, , 
entered J u d a h and encamped 
against the fenced cities. 
Hezekiah took counsel with his 
princes and mighty men to stop | 


material to II Chronicles 32. 
The messenger m o c k e d the 
trust of Hezekiah and his people 
in God, reminding him that he 
had destroyed the idols, and that 
other nations who had trusted in 
their heathen gods had been con­ 
quered. 
Sennacherib had captured other 
cities of Judah, why not Jerusa­ 
lem which was not as strong as 
Lachish ? Why did Hezekiah not 
surrender without going to bat­ 
tle? 
Sennacherib's armies were 
resting at the city of Lachish, 
With threats shouted at his 
people in their own tongue by 
Rabshakeh the Assyrian what did 
their beloved king do? He sent 
for the great prophet Isaiah, who 
gave him words of comfort and 
assurance. 
A great part of the 32nd chap­ 
ter of II Chronicles is taken up 
with railings by the Assyrians 
against the Lord God of Israel 
and King Hezekiah. 
“And for this cause Hezekiah 
the king, and the prophet Isaiah, 
the son of Amoz, prayed and cried 
to heaven.” 
Then the miracle happened. The 
Lord sent an angel which cut 
down all the mighty men of valor, 
and the leaders and captains in 
the camp of the king of Assyria.

the waters of the fountains out­ 
side the city, and he also “built up 
all the wall that was broken, and 
raised it up to the towers and an­ 
other wall 
without," etc., and 
made armor for his soldiers. 
Then he set “captains of war 
over the people, and gathered 
them together to him in the street 
of the gate of the city, and spake 
comfortably to them, saying 
“Be strong and courageous, be 
not afraid nor dismayed for the 
king of Assyria, nor for all the 
multitude that is with him; for 
there be more with us than with 
him: 
“With him is an arm of flesh: 
but with us is the Lord our God 
to help us, and to fight our bat­ 
tles.” So the p e o p l e were not 
afraid, but rested in Hezekiah's 
faith. 
Then Sennacherib sent his mes­ 
senger Rabshakeh to Jerusalem 
(Isaiah 36i while he laid seige to 
Lachish. SO miles southwest of 
Jerusalem. Isaiah gives a much 
more complete account of these 
occurrences, and should be read 
carefully by the teacher, but our 
commentator confines his printed 


host was dead, and Hezekiah and 
the inhabitants of Jerusalem were 
saved. Sennacherib was s l a i n 
when he arrived home, w-e are 
told. 
After this crisis was passed, 
Judah prospered exceedingly, and 
to the end of his reign Hezekiah 
was faithful to his Lord, prostrat­ 
ing himself before Jehovah who 
had been so gracious to him 
Hezekiah was 56 y e a r s old 
when he died. So he "slept with 
his fathers, and they buried him 
in the chiefest of the sepulchres 
of the sons of David; and all 
Judah 
and the 
inhabitants 
of 
Jerusalem did honor him at his 
death." 
We can imagine the grief of his 
people at I o s i n g their beloved 
ruler. 
“And Manasseh his son 
reigned in his stead.” 
There are only four important 
characters in our lesson: Senna­ 
cherib and Rabshakeh, the As­ 
syrians; King Hezekiah and Isa­ 
iah. W hat they did determined the 
lives of many p e o p l e . By our 
righteous deeds and words, we 
also may influence the lives of 
many.

JUDGING BY current style innovations 
in male attire, the space man, or whatever 
he will be, of the future will not be garbed 
in a manner that would have been recog­ 
nizable by his ancestors who lived in a dif­ 
ferent world, sartorially as well as space- 
wise.

NEW JAPANESE PROBLEM 
6 
‘A NEW* CRAZE has been 
sweeping 
Japan in recent years, increasing in in 
tensity so strongly that it now parallels the 
jaz craze which followed World War II. 
The new pastime is a game c a l l e d 
pachinko, an evolution of the pinball ma­ 
chine. A* in pinball, the object is to shoot 
small metal balls into various slots, lf the 
balls fall into the right holes, the player 
wins more balls which may be exchanged 
for cigarettes, candy, food or other gifts. 
There are even people standing around 
waiting to buy the player’s loot — at a dis­ 
count, of course. 
Pachinko seems to have caught on main­ 
ly because it is a new form of gambling, 
requiring no special skills or knowledge. 
Not only has the game itself become pop­ 
ular, but manufacture of the machines has 
become a big business in Japan. Factories 
making these machines have been eyeing 
the possibilities of introducing the game to 
other parts of Asia. 
It has been estimated that the g a m e 
nets the proprietors of the neon-lighted 
parlors $357 million yearly, and according 
to the Japanese tax office this is 36 per 
cent*of the total amount invested.

George E. Sokolsky's 
These Days 


LONDON — There has been some talk 
in Congress about the use of the British of 
the counterpart funds for the reduction of 
their national debt. The talk was unfavor­ 
able. 
The point must be made that while the 
Marshall Plan was very popular among 
the British it has run its course, and the 
defense aid which followed it is of value 
but not of the same value as the Marshall 
Plan because of changed conditions. Also 
the insistence upon giving some aid in the 
form of agricultural material out of t h e 
stockpiles or such products as grapefruit, 
which is an unusual food here, does some­ 
times make for complication. 
It is freely admitted here that some of 
the conterpart funds were used to reduce 
the national debt. It is suggested that it 
was a use that did not neutralize the bene­ 
fit of dollar aid by creating an inflation. 
In a word, unless defenses were set up, 
the huge influx of dollars could have stim­ 
ulated inflation. On the other hand, Amer­ 
ican public opinion was insistent that Mar­ 
shall Plan money should not subsidize the 
budgets of receiving countries. 
It was put to me this way. This was the 
origin of the “special account,” namely 
the system by which sterling counterpart 
(the proceeds of selling the dollar goods 
by which aid was brought into the country) 
was paid into a special account at the 
Bank of England and drawings out of the 
account could only be made by the Treas­ 
ury with the approval of the United States. 
One of the objects specified in the Mar­ 
shall Plan agreement was the extinction of 
debt. And as an act of deliberate policy the 
British government decided, with the ap­ 
proval of the American authorities, to dis­ 
pose of the sterling in the special account 
in this way and not to spend it on the cap­ 
ital investment which was the p a t t e r n 
adopted for counterpart in continental 
countries. 
The British concept of their economy is 
to protect the balance of payments while 
avoiding inflation, and the surprising thing 
is that they have done it. They used our 
assistance under the Marshall Plan to do 
it, but what must be said of them that can­ 
not be said of some other countries is that 
they used our aid well and to their perma­ 
nent advantage; it did not go down the 
drain. 
On the continent of Europe, counterpart 
funds were used to increase the number 
and volume of state or privately-owned in­ 
vestment projects. In Great Britain invest­ 
ments were restricted to maintain the in­ 
ternal economic balance in order to avoid 
inflation. Even so there were too m a n y 
state investments coming out of war condi­ 
tions and it was not considered politically 
or economically advisable to use Marshall 
Plan counterpart funds to aid private in­ 
vestments. 
The total of sterling counterpart funds 
amounted to about 560,000,000 pounds or 
about 1,500,000,000 dollar*. The U n i t e d 
States got five percent of this and after 
making some deductions for small items 
the bulk of this amount was used to extin­ 
guish the national debt. Special arrange­ 
ments were made that this use did not in­ 
crease inflation.

is linked in a gigantic conspir­ 
acy to drop their

book 
down a deep dark well of all­ 
ene*. 
The r*ai way lo win happiness 
in the literary field is to become 
an expectant author and rem ain 
one. An expectant author is one 
who has a book in mind, or partr 
ly underw ay, but never quite 
get! around to finishing it.

Each school should review i t s 
vision program early and plan a 
schedule for screening. A w a l l 
chart, either projector type or 
lighted box, should be the device 
used for testing. 


include: 
those entering school 
for the first time; those found 
by observation of the teacher, 
parent or nurse; and third or 
fourth, sixth and ninth graders 
each year. 
Those children to be referred to 
the nurse include: those e i g h t 
years old and under who cannot 
read the 20-40 line on the chart; 
those more than eight who fail to 
read the 20-30 line; and t h o s e 
who have signs of visual difficul­ 
ty even though they pass the 
screening test. 
A follow-up program is then to 
be decided upon.
